Therefore, we, the undersigned citizens of that portion of Jef 
ferson county known as, the Prickly Pear Valley, together with 
its tributaries, would most humbly petition your honorable body 
that the boundary lines of Edgerton county may be so run that, 
leaving near or at Bald Mountain, situate near the headwaters of 
Ten Mile Lump Gulch, and the north fork of the Boulder streams,

Smr—The joint resolution to make an appropriation of fifty-five 
hundred dollars to pay for and complete the arsenal, now in pro- 
_ cess in this city, is before your body. I made a céntract with Grif- 
fith & Thompson to build the arsenal for four thousand dollars in 
warrants, or two thousand dollars in greenbacks. 

This is my personal obligation, and if the Legislature does not 
make the appropriation, I must and will pay it. 

Tt requires fifteen hundred dollars more to complete the work 
by placing an armory over the magazine. The arms of the Terri: 
tory cannot be taken care of without it. The small arms are now 
in an indifferent cabin, liable to rust and to be rendered useless. 
The artillery is out in the weather, and must be ruined before 
spring, unless housed, 
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The artillery could not be purchased for less than one thousand 
or twelve hundred dollars apiece. There are four of them to be 
taken care of. 

The small arms are worth thirty five dollars apiece, and there are 
twelve or fifteen hundred here—with some six hundred thousand 
rounds of ammunition. The Territory cannot afford to lose this 
valuable property, therefore I hope the Council will pass the reso- 
lution, as the debt must be paid December Ist, and the armory 
ought to be completed at once.

J. J. Hull, Commissary of Subsistence, Col. Hamilton Cummings, 
Quartermaster General, and Col. A. M. S. Carpenter, Chief of 
Ordnance; and your Committee further examined documents, 
letters, etc., in the possession of the Governor relative to. the afore- 
eaid expedition, from which they gleaned the following : 

The Department of Commissary of Subsistence, for flour, bacon, 
and other provisions for the forces in the field, has incurred a 
debt of about one hundred and seventy-three thousand dollars, 

The Department of Quartermaster General, for clothing, horses, 
and equipments, forage, ete., has incurred a debt of about eight 
hundred thousand dollars. 

‘ The Ordnance Department, for arms, ammunition, and cavalry 
equipments, has incurred a debt of about fifty thousand dollars. 

From these, and other sources, we estimate the whole debt 
incurred by the expedition to be about one million one hundred 
thousand dollars. 

The purchases above alluded to were made in accordance with 
the United States Army Regulations, to wit—by public advertise- 
ment for sealed proposals, and’in every instance the contracts were 
awarded to the lowest bidder giving the security required. - 

Your Committee believe that the provisions, equipments, ete., 
purchased by the several officers above referred to, were made at 
reasonable figures, considering the state of the market, and all the 
circumstances surrounding the case. 

From the communications received by the Governor from the 
Secretary of War, and Generals Sherman and Terry, we are of the. 
opinion that the Governor had sufficient authority from the General 
Government to act as he has done in the premises, and your Com- 
mittee believe that a proper representation of the above facts to 
the Congress of the United States, by a joint memorial of the Legis- 
lature of Montana, accompanied with abstracts of accounts from 
the different departments, could not be otherwise than have the 
effect to induce Congress to make the necessary appropriations for _ 
paying the above indebtedness, which has no doubt been incurred 
by authority of the General Government.
